cago minister has told a Senate 
subcommittee he will continue 
to support a street gang some of 
whose members have been ac- 
cused of extorting money from 
neighborhood merchants and of 
forcing children to drop out of 
school. 


The Rev. John R. Fry, pastor 


of 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 


Church who is to return to the 
witness stand today, said Mon* 
day he will repudiate that gang 
—the Blackstone Rangers*-only 
if the charges are proven, a pos- 
slbility he said he doubts. 


Dry also denied charges by 


former Ranger warlord George 
Rose at a hearing last week of 
the Senate permanent investiga- 
tions subcommittee that Fry ad- 
vised the gang on criminal ac- 
tivities, that he passed on mur- 
der orders from a jailed gang 
leader 
and 
he allowed the 


church to be used as an arsenal 
for gang weapons and for mari- 
juana parties. 


Fry testified he acted prima- 


rily as legal adviser to the gang 
and had no direct knowledge of 
their finances, meetings or oth- 
er activities. 


He said his church paid from 


its youth education fund $25,000 
in the last two years for bail 
bonds and legal fees for arrest-

NEW YORK (AP) - 
It hap- 


pened on a rare day in an ordi* 
nary June full of graduation. 
Twentyone 
unusual 
students 


followed their learned faculty 
down the tree»shaded walk to 
Caspary Auditorium, 


No massed thousands in caps 


and gowns, No jammed football 
stadium or brass band, No pick* 
ets. No red white and blue bunt- 
ing. No red white and blue 
speeches, 


Only 21 young scholars taking 


the last steps toward their doc* 
tor of philosophy degrees, For 
all of them, it ended as it began 
— with taste and style a la 
Rockefeller, 


It happened early this month, 


The graduating class was near- 
ly all Phi Beta Kappa or its 
scientific counterpart Sigma XI. 
The graduates walked double 
file, led and flanked by the fac- 
ulty of Rockefeller University. 
The faculty outnumbers the stu- 
dent body nearly 4 to 1, includes 
four Nobel Prize winners and 
other academic lights. 


The procession marched infor- 


mally, not to the strains of 
"Pomp and Circumstance," but 
to selections by the 16th century 
English composer Anthony Hoi- 
borne, played for this occasion 
by a quintet, the Venetian 
Brass. 


In the dome-shaped audito- 


rium, the procession stepped 
down the black carpeted center 
aisle between rows of plush red 
seats, students and teachers 
taking places on stage. There 
was no formal speech, no fancy 
rhetoric. 


Instead, each faculty sponsor 


presented his student candidate. 
He spoke of him by his first or 
familiar name, talked of his re- 
search, its roots in scientific his- 
tory, its aim for the future. 


The professor recalled the 


successes and disappointments 
over the years they worked to- 
gether, remembered their first 
meeting, or the patience of a 
student's wife, or the student's 
first confrontation with a labo- 
ratory mouse, or the quirks and 
habits only friends get to know. 


It was all reflective of the

aimed at designing a commer- 
cial SST that would generate 
"generally 
acceptable" 
sonic 


boom levels in overland flight. 


It also urged stepped*up re- 


search to better assess levels 
acceptable to specialized groups 
of people, like hospital patients, 
infants, and people engaged in 
dedicate work. 


Research also should be un- 


dertaken, 
the subcommittee 


said, on the effects of sonic 
booms on sleep. 


The subcommittee stressed 


that the discouraging picture 
would hold for any plans to em- 
ploy the "current version" of 
the proposed SST. 


It said that while all available, 


evidence suggests a psychologi- 
cal hazard from sonic booms, 
studies indicate "little cause for 
concern" from the physiological 
— bodily— standpoint. 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Prof. Raymond A. Bauer of 
Harvard University's Graduate 
School of Business Administra- 
tion, said the research it sug- 
gests "is urgently needed irres- 
pective of whether the current 
design of the supersonic trans- 
port flies over populated areas."

estimate of $100,000 damage to 
the building. 


Injured at Norfork were Jim 


Tilley and George Brown, 58, 
occupants of a house about 
three miles south of the Baxter 
County community.

curfew appeared effective and 
there was relatively little dam- 
age, Police Chief John Layton 
reported 12 persons were arrest- 
ed and one man wounded by a 
detective's bullet as he fled a 
looted liquor store. 


Mayor Washington said late 


Monday there had been "a rela- 
tively small number of windows 
broken" and "very little loot- 
ing." 


"The amount of disorder and 


violence Is very limited," added 
Public Safety Director Patrick 
Murphy. "I urged the mayor to 
impose the curfew. As a result, 
we were successful in clearing 
streets of crowds." 


Mayor Washington said the 


curfew would be lifted "as soon 
as conditions are restored to 
normal." 


Unlike the riots in April, when

Police were prepared^for vio-

9 a.m. Monday. 


They needn't have been. In 


the hour and a half it took for 
200 police to sweep through the 
15-acre campsite checking each 
of the 540 plywood huts, 119 peo- 
ple were peacefully arrested. 


At about the same time, The 


Rev. Ralph David Abernathy, 
toothbrush in pocket, led a 
march in the Capitol, where 224 
equally peaceful arrests were 
made. Police gave everyone 
who did not want to be arrested 
a chance to leave.

The American dead included 


the commander of an infantry 
battalion and his executive offi- 
cer. 


The worst crash occurred at 


7:55 a.m. today as an armada of 
U.S. Army helicopters was fer- 
rying troops of the Royal Thai 
Army on a combat assault 16 
miles east-southeast of Saigon. 


Speeding through poor weath- 


er with the clouds down to 200- 
300 feet and visibility only half a 
mile, two of the UH1 helicopters 
collided in the air. Hie resuling 
explosion knocked down a third 
one flying close by. 


All 12 American crewmen and 


their 19 Thai passengers were 
killed and the three helicopters 
were destroyed.
